Writing Is a long labor. In one mode 


or in another; some authors .work 
physically, writing and rewriting, pol- 
ishing and repollshlDg, casting imd re- 
casting; others sit down, doing nodi- 
Ing for months at a time save call 
themselves lazy devils, slack-backed 
good-for-nothings, self-indulgent blight- 
er* and similar -. pretty names, until 
the stuff that has been fermenting be- 
low the surface ail the time bursts 
forth and seems to write Itself.
